** West of the Meuse, the Germans in the course of the day, after 
an intense bombardment with shells of large calibre, made an attempt 
to enlarge their front, An attack by a fresh enemy division, recently 
brought up from a point remote from the front, was directed with 
great violence and attended by the use of jets of liquid flame against 
our positions between Avocourt and Malancourt. Onur barrien fire 
and the fire of our machine guns and infantry inflicted heavy losses 
on the enemy, and broke down the efforts of the assailants, who were 
able to make only slight progress at a point in the eastern part of the 
Malanecourt wood, A violent bombardment also oceurred at Hill 304, 
and in the region of the Bois Bourrus,

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TELLS LIFE WITH TRANSPORT 
SECTION OF CANADIAN FORCE 


—— 


Lance-Corporal H. A. McCormick Says Their Greatest Enemy is the 
Mud, Causing Transport Horses to Completely Disappear 
—Very Little Luxury, But Likes the Life 


An interesting description of life in 
the transport section of the Canadian 
expeditionary force in \Flanders — is 
given iby Lance-Corporal H. A. Me- 
Cormick, formerly a member of the 
Edmonton Bulletin staff, in a letter to 
HH pbotham, an old colleague, 
who is how with The Grain Growers’ 
Guide, Winnipeg. Mr. Higginbotham 
sends the following extracts from 
Lance-Corporal micCormick’s letter: 

“From my. chair by the fireside in 
this cosy Belgian dugout I stretch a 
hand across the ocean and land that 
lies between us and grasp your hand 
in friendship. I cannot send you 
much news, but I can tell you some- 
thing of the life that I lead as a hum- 
ble servant of His Majesty the King. 


An Interesting Life, 

“T have been given charge of a de- 
tachment of four trucks and eleven 
men, and since a short time previous 
to my unit's departure from England 
I have been attached to the divisional 
ordnance, We do not remain with 
our column, wut are located about 
eight kilometres nearer to the firing 
line than they, at the divisional ehad- 
quarters, It is my duty to carry 
ordnance—clothing, equipment, ete.—- 
from the railhead to our stores, from 
which point it is taken by the various 
regimental horse transports, We 
gather goods which are purchased 
locally, and we even move (Belgian re- 
fugees from the danger zone, 

“It is an interesting enough life 
sométimes, and yet I would not have 
it for a life work—this  soldiering 
game, I have had few expertences 
of special interest, We of the mech- 
anical transport are not permitted 
within sight of the enemy, unless the 
distance is over two or three miles 
Sometimes | have ibeen in sight of the 
Huns, but have not as yet had any 
mishap. I have had a car in ash 
hole and that sort of thing, and ha 
had shells fall within fifty or sixty 
yards of the car, I have seen a few 
of the she searred towns, for T move 
ahout a great deal, 

On the whole, the life is one of 
euse There is little luxury or com- 
fort, but not one of us ts overworked, 
Our greatest enemy is the mud, which 


is really of amazing quantity in_ this 
county. This year, as lost, there 
bag been a greater rainfall than usual, 
and the very hedvy traffie has made 
the rouds very muddy indeed, The 
10rse transport yards are really awe- 
inspiring and fearsome things. I 
have seen horses up to the neck in 


the mud in these transport parks, In 
fact, the uther day, by the side of a 
road we frequently use, a horse was 
mired in the park. A rope Was put 
around his neck and a team hitehed 
on to pull him out. All the time he 
sank deeper and deeper. The team 
struggled themselves up tothe belly in 
mud, They wouis seem to raise him 
up a bit and then he would sink back 
lower, Suddenly the rope broke, 
Then the horse sank back and disap- 
peared—his head showing a minute 
and then he «was gone, Il saw an- 


other stuck in the mud, dead, with 
only his head showing. These are 
not pleasant details, but they illus- 


trate very effectively the muddiness of 
the Mlanders’ mud. 
Draining Trenches, 

“Then there is the mud in the 
trenches—or rather, as it is popularly 
supposed to exist in the trenches, for 
in the trenches which have been in use 
for some few weeks walks are put in. 
The engineers have performed some 


wonderful feats in draining the 
trenches, It is one of the most im- 
portant things, after the protection 
afforded, that the trenches should be 
drained effectively. There are places 
in which the German trenches are 
drained into ours, and there are also 
places in which ours drain into” the 
German lines, Just now, up near 
Ypres, there is a struggle for the 
possession. of a portion of the Yser 


Canal, which, if gained by the Ger 
mans, would place them in a position 
to inundate our trenches and so drive 
our troops back. 

‘Mr, Tait, the boys’

He has a canteen right up in the 
trenches, where One may obtain cocoa, 
coffee, cake, sandwiches, soap, towels, 
stocks, and a few of the other

though perhaps the more dangerous, 
There is repair work to be done on 


the parapets and barbed wire entan- 
glements, There is sentry duty, and 
scout work out in ‘no 
out to see what the enemy may be do- 
ing. A scout may bring in news of 
work being dome at a certain exact lo- 
cation, all under darkness; then the 
artillery or bombers get busy and the

The great problem in the trenches is 
really how to obtain that amount of 
comfort and rest necessary to main- 
tain life and health. And it is a big 
problem,”

TECHNICAL EDUCATION FOR 
PARTIALLY DISABLED - 


(Hansard Report of House of 
Commons Debate) 


Mr. Oliver: The education of parti- 
ally disabled men is as jmportant, not 
only to the mem, themselves, but to 
the welfare of as anything 
else that we can consider in connec- 
tion with the war, We «are going to 
have an enormous number of, broken 
‘men; men who Were able to engage in 
the most active life before their en- 
listment, Otherwise, of course, they 
could not have enlisted They are 
drawn from all walks of life, Some 
have had educational opportunities; 
others have a trade; but a large pro- 
portion have not had any of these ad- 
vantages, If these men are so disabled 
as not to be able to continue in the yvo- 
cations in which they were previously 
engaged, they may still be physically 
and mentally capable of engaging in 
other occupations suitable to their 
partially disabled condition; and it 
seems to me that we are not fully dis- 
charing our duty to these men unless, 
besides giving them their pensions we 
give them an opportunity to acquire 
knowledge of one kind or another 
which they will be abie to turn to ad- 
vantage. A pension, let it be as liberal 
as you please, can enver replace to 
the man himself the liberty and abil- 
ity he had before he became disabled, 
Again ,a citizen who is living on his 
pension and engaged in no productive 
work, is not producing wealth for the 


the state 


State, or taking the part he could 
take if he wére made competent ac- 
cordiag to his physical ability. It is 


only men who are entirely disabled, 
who cannot, by some form or other of 
education ,be made efficient in some 
industrial or educational line. This is 
a work that might very well be tak- 
en up by the department (labor) over 
which my hon. friend (Ifon. Mr, Cro- 
thers) presides, I can think of mo 
department of the government within 
whose sphere it would more naturally 
or properly fall, and | therefore de- 
sire to support the suggestion of my 
hon. friend from North Oxford, and 
urge as strongly as I can that this is 
a duty which rests upon our country; 
in obligation which we can never 
fully discharge, but which, so far as 
we are able, we certainly should dis- 
charge, not only in the interests of the 
man himself, but in the interests of 
the state as well,

and callings as the men are physically 
fitted for, of those partially disabled 
soltiers who have returned from the 
frornt and are willing to engage in 
those callings 

It will ‘be understood that the dis- 
abled man who is desirous of attend- 
ing such a school must have means of 
support while he is recetving instruc- 
tion. This is a matter that would have 
to be considered, and if it were taken 
care of, it would have to be at the 
expense of the Dominion Government. 
That would be supplementary to the 
soldier's pension which, of course, 
would not be sufficient to enable him 
to attend the schoo! and support him- 
self. I would not advocate that men 
should be put in this school to learn 
trades that they are not mentally fit- 
ted for, or that they should be forced 
into any school, ut a laborer, for in- 


sta who has had no opportunity 
of learning a trade,and has lost a 
leg, we will say, might learn at this 


school some trade that he could be- 
come absolutely efficient in without 
his full complement of legs. But in 


order to enable him to do that some- 


body would have to supplement his 
pension. If the man were ambitious 
ind mentally fitted for the work, I 
think it would be a most excellent 


{investment for the Government of the
